exception that the company now ask- 
ed for a right to build their wharf 
starting at the northerly end of The 
Appledore wharf, cutting 
off 
the 


southern end and running the line 
straight down to a point twenty feet 
off the southerly end of the Jones 
wharf. 
This would eliminate build- 


ing out any on the Appledore wharf, 
but would give the required twenty 
feet on the Jones wharf side. 


On motion of Councilman Locke the 


company were allowed to withdraw 
their original petition and on motion 
the new petition was granted-by a 
unanimous vote. 


The attorneys for both sides of the 


'question were present but the coun- 
cil stated that they did not. desire to 
hear more on the matter. 


The petition of the Lyman estate 


that they be given permission to build 
out their wharf into the river 49 
feet to make a straight line with the 
proposed new wbarf was granted by a 
unanimous vote.
